Great weather in Franklin County this week and not a lot of field
activity. Still some fall manure being spread with great weather to
keep any runoff at a minimum. Fall cover crops are getting a great
boost with the nice weather. Still some apples kicking around
which will make for great deer hunting - tis the season.

The cropping season is essentially complete here. Some late fall
manure spreading did occur last week. The weather remains
pleasant for this time of year. Some farms still have cows on pasture
but most of the cows’ dry matter intake is coming from the barn.
Soil moisture levels are optimum going into the winter.
